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1 . WHEN I SAW FOREIGN MINISTER AREILZA FEB. 29, 1 TOLD HIM 
THAT IN URGING SPAIN TO SIGN NPT WE WERE NOT ENDEAVORING 
EITHER TO PRESSURE SPAIN OR TO INTERFERE WITH WHAT MUST BE 
A SPANISH DECISION ALONE. WE HAD ONLY WANTED TO BRING TO 
GOS ATTENTION IMPORTANCE WHICH IS ATTACHED TO NON- 
PROLIFERATION IN US BY CONGRESS AND BY PUBLIC OPINION 
AND TO SUGGEST THAT SOME POLITICAL ADVANTAGE MIGHT DERIVE 
TO SPAIN IN ADHERING TO NPT WHICH HAS CONSIDERABLE 
SUPPORT IN EUROPE AND US. I NOTED THAT IN HIS INTERVIEW 
WITH WILLIAM BUCKLEY THE FOREIGN MINISTER HAD MADE CLEAR

2. 1 ALSO TOLD AREILZA THAT THE ADMINISTRATION WOULD 
GIVE ITS FULLEST SUPPORT TO APPROVAL BY SENATE OF TREATY 
OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION ON BASIS OF ITS MERITS. I 
MENTIONED THAT SFRC HEARINGS WOULD BEGIN MARCH 3 AND

SAY SPAIN WOULD NOT SIGN NPT. ADHERENCE QUESTION HAS NOT 
BEEN DISCUSSED WITHIN GOS, BUT HE DID NOT RULE OUT 
SPAIN'S SIGNING AT SOME FUTURE DATE. AREILZA THEN 
VOLUNTEERED THAT HE WOULD ASK BUCKLEY TO REMOVE FROM 
HIS TAPED INTERVIEW ANY REFERENCE TO NPT. HE RECOGNIZED 
HIS COMMENTS MIGHT CAUSE CONGRESSIONAL PROBLEMS DURING 
RATIFICATION AND THESE HE WANTED TO AVOID.
